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REPORT 


ANNAPouis, January 16, 1865, 
To the Honorable House of Delegates of Maryland: 


G ENILEMEN-—At the last session of your Honorable Body, 
you had printed ten thousand copies of the report of the 
select committee appointed to prepare a statement of the Re- 
sources of Maryland, and placed them in my hands for distri- 
bution. , 

Fully realizing the importance of the work entrusted to 
me, I have exercised great care and deliberation in its ac 
complishment. It was my aim in the distribution of the re- 
port to place a copy in the hands of those only to whom the 
information would be desirable—the emigrating class at the 
North who are ever on the lookout for any change that will 
better their condition. To accomplish this it was necessary 
to visit in person many of the districts whence this emigra- 
tion is drawn, with the two fold design of distributing the 
pamphlet and enlisting the sympathies of the press, Legis- 
lative and other official bodies, and prominent citizens in the 
work proposed. 

Though I had little reason to suppose I would meet 
with much encouragement from the class enumerated, ag 
it would naturally be suspected they would discourage 
every scheme tending to reduce their population, I am pleas- 
ed to be able to report a fair measure of Success, with the 
press, and a great deal of assistance from the leading officials 
and citizens of the localities visited. | submit some extracts 
from leading journals confirmatory of this statement. 

Having advertised with each copy ot the report that I 
would cheerfully furnish, without charge, any further inti- 
mation.in regard to Maryland, I was very soon in the re- 
ceipt of numerous letters’ from every section of the country 
through which the Teports were distribuged, giving infor- 
mation of a speedy emigration to Maryland. [ deemed it 
advisable to open an office in the city of Baltimore, and col- 
lect such information in regard to the number of farts for 
sale, the price per acre, and the readiest means of access to 
them, together with their adaptability to the various re- 
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quirements of agricultural enterprise; about five hundred 
tracts were thus described i in a printed catalogue, and furnish- 
ed on application. 

Personal applications soon became numerous—these were 
from persons seeking places for immediate settlement, and 
others, prospecting for themselves and a circle of friends or 
neighbors who were desirousof viewing for themselves or by 
“a trusty ee the@attractions set forth, with the 
design ‘if satisfactory, of emigrating at a future day. Giving 
them every facility for prosecuting their inspection, it was a 
source of gratification to learn from them afterwards that 
their expectations were in nearly every case, fully realized, 
and also to know that where a settlement of one person was 
effected, it was generally followed by others from his former 
neighborhood induced to follow by his representations. 

Il am therefore, induced to believe, that the seed thus sown 
by your timely legislation has already and will be productive 
of much good to the State, and that the day is not far distant 
when our now sparsely settled State will be teeming with a 
population drawn from the energetic and enterprising people 
who have given such vitality to a section of country so far 
behind us in its natural resources, as to merit no compari- 
son. 

While my efforts have been mainly directed towards secur- 
ing for the State this class of people, I have not been unmind- 
ful of the value of the foreign emigrant. A large number 
of the pamphlets printed in the German language were 
distributed throughout Germany, Mr. Schumacker, an enter- 
prising German merchant, and Mr. Schnauffer, the editor of 
the Wecker, of Baltimore, and the American Emigrant Com- 
pany, of New York, kindly furnishing me with facilities for 
that purpose, and in the ‘‘American Reporter and Emigrants 
Guide,’’ a monthly newspaper published in New York for 
European circulation, I published a lengthy abstract of the 
Resources of Maryland. 

One difficulty at present encountered in the rapid set- 
tlement of the State is the scarcity of small farms. From 
ten to fifty acres is all that is required, or within the ability to 
purchase, by the emigrating class. It has been my endeavo 
to enlist private enterprise to relieve us of this disability by 
purchasing some of the larger contiguous tracts, and divid- 
ingthem into parcels to suit the means and requirements 
of every purchaser. I have assurances that this relief is at 
hand, and that Boston, New York and Baltimore will join 
hands in an entegprise that cannot fail to greatly enhance out 
prospects for increased population, 

So much of the appropriation made by your honorable 
body as I deemed myself justified in using, has, I trust, been 
judiciously expended. That appropriation being for a speci- 
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fic purpose, viz: ‘‘expense of distributing the resources of 
Maryland,’’ I did not feel at liberty to use any of it for 
office and’many other personal expenses. There is yet re- 
maining in the treasury about one-third of it, whilst my indi- 
vidual expenses have exceeded the entire State appropriation. 

In conclusion I beg leave to submit to your inspection the 
very large number of letters I have received, which more 
clearly than I can state it, manifests the interest awakened 
abroad in favor of Maryland. ‘The following, taken pro- 
miscuously from the mass, will present concisely the tenor of 
the whole.

lowest” price; also, if any small farms can be leased for a 
short term with the privilege of purchaslng &t a fixed price.
